Emerifui Dean David Landsborough Thomson, ono of this University's best knov/n edu- 
cators, died yesterday after four years of illness. The memorial service is being held lomorrov/ 
In Redpath Hall at 12 noon.

Tills noted biochemist received his M.A. from 
the University of Amsterdam before he turned 
twenty. Then his interests shifted towards science 
and in 1924, he received his B.Sc. from the same 
university with "Special Distinction" in Geology 
and Zoology. 

Receiving' a Senior Scholarship of the Exhibi- 
tion of 1851 to Cambridge, he passed tlic next few 
yeani'as a research student at Gonville and Caius 
College (in Cambridge) and working under Sir 
Frederick Hopkins at the Sir William Dunn Insti- 
tute of Biochemistry. 

This ended in 1928 when he received his Ph.D. 
at Cambridge University and came to McGill as a 
Lecturer in Biochemistry, where he was made 
Assistant Professor and put in charge of all teach- 
ing the next year. At this time, the Biochemistry 
Department was, under Insulin co-discoverer Dr. 
lames Bertram Collip, fast developing and ex- 
panding. 

In conjunction with Dr. Collip, Thomson 
published several papers in the field of hormones. 

Almost immediately after his arrival to McGill, 
Thomson published his only novel, The Murder in 
the Laboratory. 

Made Associate Professor in 1933, he received 
his full professorship four years later. In 1941, he 
succeeded Dr. Collip as head of the Department of . 
Biochemistry. A year later, he was made Dean of 
^^tIie)FacuUyi of Graduate Studies and Research. 



A recipient of the Ilman Cheney Endowed 
Chair of Biochemistry, full recognition of his con- 
tributions came in 1955 with his appointment as 
Vice-Principal, a post left vacant since Dr. J.J. 
O'Neill's retirement three years before. 

Spring Convocation in 1D63 commemorated his 
career at McGill simùltàncdusiy with making him 
Emeritus Dean. 

At this time, Vice-Principal (Academic) II.N. 
Fieldhouse said of him "When David Thomson was 
incapacitated by illness ... he had been Vice-Prin- 
cipal for nearly s<\ven years and . . . had been 
friend, to many of us here, throughout the whole 
of our time in McGill and, in the minds of many 
of us, the offices and the man arc not really 
separable. 

In the latter area, he attacked various issues 
such as that concerning the diversion of milk 
materials into the manufacture of buttons, wool, 
and cloth when they could have been made avail- 
able to such organizations as CAItE for the 
world's hungry children. 

A speaker who mixed hard-hitting facts with a 
wry sense of humour; he was widely sought' both 
on and off campus. 

Dean Thomson leaves his wife, Marie Colling- 
wood of Scotland, and his son, John Arthur. It is 
their wish that donations to the Post-Graduate 
Students' Fund rather than flowers may exemplify 
sorrow at the Dean's passing. 



New Humanities Building 
now named after Leacodc 

The name of Stephen Leacock, one of McGill's great teachers and humanists, has been 
given to the newest building on the University's main campus. 



Dr. H. Rocke' Robertson, Prin- 
cipal and Vice-chancellor, an- 
nounced today that the Board of 
Governors, acting upon a recom- 
mendation of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, had approved the 
designation "Stephen Leacock 
Building" for the structure pre- 
viously known as the "Humani- 
ties and Social Sciences Build- 
ing". 

In its decision, the Board of 
Governors paid tribute to Lea- 
cock "the scholar, who for 39 
years (1901-1936) was a beloved 
teacher in the social sciences, 
won world-wide renown as a man 
of letters, and brought great 
honour to the University." 

Built .in aiiswer to- the pressing 
neçdB\r;bf' the . humanities and 
idcial'sciencé departments in the 
University, the mew' eight-storey 
building U now;.reachhig its, final 
stages ' of completion and ' has 
already been in partial use. 

Standing on ground formerly 
occupied by the Presbyterian 
College on McTavish Street, it 
constitutes the west wing of the 
Arts Building, irt which Professor 
Leacock had his office for the 
greater part of his tenure at 
McGilL 

The new facilities provide ac- 
commodation for research and 



teaching in Professor Leacock's 
old department of Economics and 
Political Science, as well as in 
the allied disciplines of anthro- 
pology and sociology, history and 
philosophy, and the Institute of 
Islamic Studies. 

The new building also houses 
the largest lecture hall on the 
campus with a capacity of 648.' 
Two rooms can accommodate 
190 each. 

Construction on the building 
commenced in June, 1963 and the 
f iestimated-total cost is' ^,500.000. 




STEPHEN LEACOCK 



Professor Stephen Leacock was 
Chairman of tho Department of 
Economics and Politicol Science 
for 28 of his 35 years at McGill, 
retiring in 1938. He died March 
28, 1944, at the age of 75 years. 

In addition to a distinguished 
academic career, Leacock won 
world recognition for his humour- 
ous writing with such well-known 
books as "Sunshine Sketches of a 
Little Town", "Literary Lapses", 
and "My Discovery of the West". 
He was also a popular lecturer, 
touring England, the United 
States, and Canada during his 
lifetime. 

While a member of the McGill 
staff. Professor Leacock helped 
found the University Club of 
Montreal and was Vice-President 
of the Canadian Political Science 
Association, a member of the 
Executive Council of the Amer!-' 
can Political Science Association 
at tlie time Woodrow Wilson was 
its President, and a recipient of 
the Mark Twain' Medal,- the Royal 
Society of Canada Lome Pierce 
Medal, the Governor-General's 
Prize, and six honorary degrees 
from various North American 
universities. 



Principal's Message 

The loss of Dr. David L. Thomson, Vice- 
Principal and Dean Emeritus of the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research, Is deep- 
ly felt by the entire University community. 

His brilliant presence in the academic 
and scientific world and his talent for 
friendship had been sorely missed since the 
commencement of his serious illness In No- 
vember 1961. He had served McGill for 
thirty-three years with outstanding distinc- 
tion, and his colleagues and students on 
the campus and in many parts of the world 
held him In unique esteem as a scholar and 
scientist and friend.

As a most dire punishment in 
the event of losing, the Presi- 
dent, of the Faculty with the lo- 
west percentage of his members 
having given blood shall, dressed 
in formal attire (tails, white tie, 
top hat and white gloves) along 
with his two Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer and Secretary, the lat- 
ter four dressed in academic ro- 
bes, sweep the Graduates' Row 
from the grave of the late James 
McGill (1744-1813) to the Rod- 
dick Gates. 

To this courageous challenge, 
the Engineers, in the person of 
Paul Lowe, President of the 
EUS, have replied as follows: 

"Whereas members of the Arts 
and Science Faculty have shown 
extreme confidence, daring and 
audacity in challenging the 
bloody Plumbers to a duel in 
bleeding; whereas there can be 
no doubt as to the outcome of 
the. Battle of the Bleed; whereas 
it is a fact that Arts and Sdcn- 
ccmen are timid, apathetic and 
chicken; the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society does hereby 
accept this ridiculous, presump- 
tuous and insolent challenge." 

"To make this Into a fair con- 
test we plead all Arts and Scien- 
cemen to turn out and donate so 
as to give their venerable leader, .. 
James, a fighting chance to make 
good his challenge and save him-' 
self from the menial and degra- 
ding consequences," quoth a re- 
presentative of the Artsmen.

The Canada Students Loans Act, launched 
with undignified haste last March in order 
to bring home the September market, ran 
into stiff squalls almost from the outset. M. 
Usage, applying his own particular Monroe 
Doctrine, pointed out that' federal loans ore 
not and would not be negotiable in his 
particular hemisphere. That his stand-point 
was correct made it all the more galling. 

It was soon lo become clear, however, 
that seas west of Ottawa were equally 
choppy. Apparently, some students were to 
see in the new dispensation an opportunity 
to cosh in on what Mr. Knelman of CUP 
recently described in these columns as ''the 
boom in the education market." The termi- 
nology is significant and the students pre- 
sumed lo take it at its face value. In a 
word, they used their loons to invest in the 
stock market. 



Needless to say, there was much raising 
of eye-brows and tich-tiching in drawing- 
rooms across the country; many solid citizens 
felt that a situation in which their money, 
raised by compulsory taxation, was being 
used as unearned capital by a few cham- 
pagne-belt academics — already, it appears, 
quite affluent — constituted a new low in 
public morality. There was talk, we under- 
stand, even of a means test. 

The brouhaha has since died down and 
the situation is ripe for reassessment. What, 
in effect, has happened? The government 
offered money. Up to $5000. At 53/4%. To 
be paid back from six months after gradu- 
ation.. In other words, its action was a 
macrocosm of the action perpetrated by 
those sawn-off Baruchs who went wheeling 
and dealing into Anaconda, Bell Tel. and 
Bethlehem Steel. In such -a situation, Dow- 
Jones is king by default. 'The intrusion of 
the moralist can only be seen as interference 
with what the stock market seers coll "an 
optimum opportunity for maximum growth." 



That the students should borrow in the 
first place, regardless of need, is of course 
not in dispute: at the moment Canadians 
are in hock to the tune of $5 billion for 
consumer durables and $8 billion for mort- 
gaged homes and property. Nor do rates 
of interest frighten anyone despite the fact 
that a recent enquiry featured the case of 
on unfortunate borrower who ended up 
paying $2407 for an actual borrowed sum 
of $1430. 

The real lesson to be learned from the 
investment-conscious students is that in the 
fight for education, anything goes. The 
alternative, after all, is dreadful to behold: 
the 58,000 families in Canada whose heads 
hove no schooling earn an average of 
$2843 a year. Another 350,000 families 
with heads of less than five years schooling 
earn an average of $3397. And Dr. Albert 
Rose, of University of Toronto's School of 
Social Work, tells us that one million 
Canadians are on relief. 

Clearly, against this background, the 
students' reaction carries the most piquant 
Brechtion overtones: in investing the people's 
money and . riding to a degree in the style 
to which they are accustomed, they are 
merely, in that delightful North Americon 
phrase, keeping ahead of the game. Brecht's 
heroine, Shen Te, it will be recalled, notices 
a child scrabbling for food in a garbage 
can and she sums up the situation with 
enviable ease: 

As this U.the world my, son will enler 

i.will study to defend >iim; 

To ba good to you, my son, 

I shall bs a tigress lo all others 

If I have to. 

And I shall have to.

A Critique of 
The Daily 

Dear Madam, 

I hope that, like the other 
major dailies in this city, you 
vvill welcome constructive cri- 
ticism and some suggestions for 
the improvement of the news- 
paper. 

I am moved to write by two 
recent aggravating failures on 
the part of the Daily to publi- 
cize sufficiently campus events 
of real importance; one was the 
Memorial for Steve Smith hold 
in Redpalh Hall, the other an 
address on W.B. Yeats by a 
notable visiting lecturer, A. N. 
Jcffarcs. 

I remember the McGill Daily 
of some' fifteen years ago, and 
I will use that as a standard of 
comparison. In those days the 
Dally was not a skimpy tabloid 
but a large paper in the di- 
mension of- the Gazette or Star 
(it was actually printed by the 
Gazette Printing Company)! For 
meetings such as the two above, 
there would have l)een advance 
stories on page one. A reporter 
would have: hadr?the pleasure 
and experience of interviewing 
. Professor Jeffares. Also, there 
would have been a report of the 
Jeffares lecture, s o m e t i m e s 
poorly done by a cub reporter, 
but still useful in many ways. 
Today, none of this is possible. 

In years past,- 1 have been 
proud of- our college paper as 
a lively mirror of campus life, 
having really a local character, 
and far superior to the deper- 
sonalized glossy folio-newspa- 
pers of other campuses. Why 
has this character been disap- 
pearing from, the McGill Daily? 

I do not think your space is 
well used at present. Like the 
University bulletin boards, the 



Daily should contain no adver- 
tising that is not' University 
business. We 'should be able to 
afford a newspaper devoted en- 
tirely to our work. Your front 
page is wastefully designed.: In 
a large tabloid like the New 
York Daily News pictures are 
necessary to catch the readers' 
attention. This is not the caso 
here; therefore large pictures 
which take up a quarter of your 
front page are simply wasteful. 
The front page should be filled 
with twelve brief stories, no 
more than 100 words each, on 
twelve campus affairs. Also, 
push your logotype up nearer 
the top; you can save twelve 
square inches, of very expensive 
space. 

On page two, I think the 
Daily is very badly proportion- 
ed. The masthead is another 
waste of precious space. The 
full masthead of names sliould 
appear only once a week; on 
other days it should contain on- 
ly the names of the Editor and- 
Staff for This Issue. You could 
save a block of space here three 
inches by four inches. The Edit- : 
orial takes up far too much 
space, a half of the entire pajge ! 
The Editorial should normally 
be one-sixth of this page, or two • 
such Editorials when the occa- 
sion demands. 

Letters should be as brief as 
possible (after you've publbhed 
(his one), and limited to two of 
the narrow columns. ■ They 
should not be allowed to ex- 
pand like the shapeless amoeba; 
And Classified ads do not really 
belong in'., the newspaper: they 
Uke up valuable space for pri- 
vate matters -when- this news- 
paper is important to the whole 
university. There should be-a - 
biilletin board somewhere on 
the ' campus ■ for these pMvate 
notices. • ■■' ' - 

Your comic boxes 1— "Think 
pink" and "drip dry" — are of 
course - misplaced,; biimour and- 
irrcsponsibly-wastefulfrom this 
point of view." Humour is- fine, 
but not at that price.' In other 



words, let those responsible put 
a comma after ''Think". 

I hope this . criticism is not 
discouraging to what is still, af- 
ter all, a fine college newspa- 
per. As an interested member 
of the Faculty, ! would simply 
like to see the Daily develop a 
better and nibre original for- 
mat, not imitative of the com- 
mercial press, but entirely our 
own, to express the activity of 
a great university.
